RISING PRICES 
ENVISIONED AS 
HUGE PROBLEM 


By JACK BELL 
Washington, Jan. 21 IAP)—Given 
a free hand to make or break him ­ 
self. Prentiss M Brown set sail on 
stormy OPA seas today with a bid 
for consumer support of a program 
envisioning gradually rising prices, 
increased local controls over ration­ 
ing and fewer cold homes next 
winter. 
Isolating himself for a 
10-day 
look-see at the inner operations of 
OPA. the new price adm inistrator 
went to work on several pressing 
problems. 
These Included the im ­ 
m inent necessity of going to Con­ 
gress for a $20,000,000 deficiency 
appropriation, the need 
for ad­ 
ditional 
transportation 
subsidy 
money and the possibility of a 
shakeup In his agency's top per­ 
sonnel. 
Succeeds Henderson 
Brown, 53-year-old former Sena­ 
tor from Michigan, took over for­ 
mally from Leon Henderson with 
the reputed understanding th at he 
would be given a free hand by his 
immediate bass. James F. Byrnes, 
the economic stabilization director, 
to work out the country's supply 
and demand problems with the con­ 
suming public, Congress and the 
farmers. 
Brown made it plain he was in­ 
terested primarily in keeping the 
economic machinery operating at 
top speed to supply the weapons 
and 
food needed by m e armed 
forces, without creating unnecessary 
friction on the home front. 
"Tile keynote of rationing and 
price control will not be imposition, 
but protection of the public," he 
told a crowded press conference 
yesterday. 
"I think the President 
put me here for the purpose of 
making plain to the people why we 
do the things we do. I hope we can 
do a job that will satisfy tile Ameri­ 
can people and Congress, so far as 
they can be satisfied." 
Build Fuel Supplies 
One of his first projects, he said, 
w’ould be to learn if water route 
transportation could not be used to 
greater advantage this summer in 
building up the eastern seaboard’s 
supplies of fuel oil and gasoline for 
next winter. 
'Tile winter of 1943-44 should 
certainly be better than this one 
because we ought to be better pre­ 
pared," he commented. 
Brown, who drove to Washington 
in his own car from his home a t 
St. Ignace, Mich., with the aid of 
special essentlal-trip gasoline tickets, 
said he felt as bad about gasoline 
rationing as the public. 
He liked 
to drive through the Virginia and 
Maryland 
countryside, 
but 
th at 
recreation is out for a while, he 
said. 
Gasoline curtailment in the west 
is 
necessary, he continued, 
pri­ 
marily to free rail tank cars to haul 
fuel to the east.
